A forced 
or false circulation may impart a vigour 
to trade, but resulting from increased 
discount!, there will usually follow 
a revoliion. Il does appear, howevri, 
that the increase in our circulation 
has been occasioned by, and truly 
indicates a real improvement. In the 
tint place, the increase belong* wholly 
tollie last qua iter, which (owing lo the 
retardation of wool shearing all over the 
country by the rains) hat been (he 
buneit of ihe year, and the same was lh« 
case, though not so strikingly, with 
the corresponding quarter of lull. 
This i tic i ease has not, so well at we 
can judge, been produced by an im- 
provident increase of discounts, bul ra- 
ther hai gone on in the face of de- 
creasing, or at leait tlalionary, discounts. 
This correipond. with whal is otherwise 
observable, that all kind* of personal pro- 
perly are readily disposable, and most 
j classes of the community are in better 
, heart, Kveu landed proprietors and agri- 
cultural tenants, though atill greatly de- 
p relied, can realise their reduced rents, 
and are satisfied with tltoa* reduced pricet 
which exclude the livalry of foreign 
grower*. Allproperly,excepllandedpru- 
perly , fetches its real value ; and bo would 
landed property also, bul for the inextri- 
cable meshes or mortgages and contingent 
claims, and irregular conveyances in which 
it ii «j generally involved.

LON(J LEASE, VERSUS ANNUAL 
LICENSE. 
A jl'diciuI'bly Written article in the 
NaHhwi Mercury of the 26th ultimo, on 
the operation! of Ihe two systems of 
leaiing and licensing in the Church and 
SchouT Hitar.es, has recalled our attention 
lo the iniereiting Council Paper upon 
which that article it founded. 

This paper waa laid upon the table and 
ordered tube printed on the 19th June 
laat, being a return lo an address moved 
by Mr. Cowrm. It consista of three 
Ublei , with explanatory remarks by 
Major Chriitii.., the Agent of Church 
and School Lands. Table A. is a Return 
o! thr Distribution of the Church and 
School Lands, I xl January, 1844; B . a 
Return of Revenue thrnct arising , and 
C, a Return of Church and School Lands 
leased for tweniy-one year., prior to pro- 
mulgation of Act Sth and tlth Victoria, 
cap 16. 

From the first of these retnrm, it ap- 
pears that Ihe Church and School Estate 
comprises laud in nine counties — Cum- 
berland. Camden, St, Vincent, tsalhurit, 
Durham, Northumberland, Hunter, Glou- 
cester, and Roxburgh ■ amounting in the 
aggregate to something more than 148,000 
acres. Of (hese, about 16, SOU acres had 
beeu alienated by sale or grant ; 1 20,5 S3 
acre* were under lease for twenty -one 
yean; 7o,l»» acre* wen under annual 
occupation license -. ~tl'i,M~i acrea were 
unoccupied , and the teaidue held by ar- 
rangement! made with the late Corpora- 
lion. 

The second return shows (hat Trom thit 
princely estate, comiiting of tome of tbt 
faltett and fairest portion! of our territory, 
there waj derived the inconsiderable re- 
venue of £4,131 per annum. Dividing 
this revenue into twelve parts, about one- 
twelfth proceed* from lands held under ar- 
rangements made by the lair Corporation . 
tu p o-twelflb* from lands leased on annual 
occupation licenses ; and nine-twelfthj 
from those leased for twenty -one yean. 

The third return show*, that between 
the SOth January, ISit, when the first 
tale by public auction of twenty -one 
yean' leatei took place, and the 3rd 
January, 1813, when that mode of 
leaning was cut thort by the pro- 
mulgation or Lord Stanley's Laud 
Act, there were leaved for twenty -one 
yeart, to fit) Icneei, nearly 12b,(KI0 acres, 
at an annual rental increasing al Ihe end of 
the first and second seven years by the 
addition of unc-balf the original rental, 
bring in the ralio of I, U, t>. per acre. 
Thus {omitting the fracliuns) ihe aggre- 
gate annual rental of the nrsl seven years 
u stated at sSISeU, uf the second at 
Mi'iSA, and of the thitd at £7182. 

A sery judiciou. arrangement in (he 
granting uf long leases Was, llul they 
nere made terminable,, at the ojilion of 
the tenant, al the end of either seicn or 
fourteen years. " Al tint view, ' the 
AukNT remark., " il would appear that 
making tlie lease* determinable at these; 
intermediate periods at Ibe option uf thr 
trnam only, divested the Crown, at lessor, 
of a fail reciprocal advantage . hut il was 
justly considered, thai tnrJi a (K*vr ih tie 
• 'ruirn In trrmimitrlke Irtueatirrwiti' Ihm 
al thr ripimlirm nf thr full term, iranM 
trmf tu rhrrti tmjjntrrmrmt* .... thr part nf 
ihrtrttrr. thr fittdmrft of vhifh MeXYoi™ 
™W ttltimatrltf rrup.'' Thia tendency 
to check improvement* it ihe great bane 
nf ihe whole tvitein of Crown hnd occu- 
pancy under Urd BlsaUtTa Act. The 
AturNT proceed* to nhserve, thai "a striking 
feature inherent iu the system of long 
leases is, (hat whilst, Tor Ihe purjwtn of 
(he *rtlkr, it confer* the permanency 
uf a purchase, the duration allowing 
great outlays to be reimbursed, it dot! not 
at an early stage cramp hit means, by 
forcing him to lock up hit capital in land , 
but gives him full trope lo invrtt it in 
fetocle, buildings, Or improvements. A 
truant from yrur tu grar ran meUhtr 
frnrr, imtd, euttiratr, nur rrr/mm kit 
tami." Louking at the worst of the 
conlingencie* incident lo ihe tenure of 
Ihe long leaaehuhler, the Auxht reasons 
thus — "The interest uf the leasee or 
his successors could only be affected— - 
lint, by the Crown selling the land iu fee, 
subject tn thr lease , Kcund, by the Crown 
alienating the land at the end of the term.

AhhuuiT.li tliri.ughosii ibe brief interval 
of two yean w ithin winch the syslrin of 
long leases waa in operation, 1841 and 
IBtat, the ci.tony was already under the

| mirably the system worked in a finan- 
cial point of view, even during that 
brief experiment, and under the gloomy
